Adolph Lewisohn Accepts Presi- 
dency and Favors 15-Mile 
Limit Ordinance. 


NOW BEFORE THE ALDERMEN 


More Than 75 Per Cent. of Acci- 
dents’ Caused by: Trucks 
and Taxicabs. 


Adolph Lewisohn has accepted the 
presidency of the Public Safety Traffic 
League, according to an announcement 
made yesterday by .Hamilton McInnes, 
its general. counsel, and ~ will lead. its 
campaign to bring about the passage of 
the ordinance to,compel owners of auto- 
mobile trucks‘and taxicabs to seal their 
speed regulators at fifteen miles an 
hour.

Water as Divers Toil With 
Fire Chisel, 


AT WORK “ON. WRECKED MAIN 


Damage by Dredger interrupting 
Staten island Supply to Be 


Soon Repaired.

Working fifty feet under water, using 
jets of blazing gas for toqls, two divers 
have succeeded in cutting away "the 
bection of the 36-inch water main which 
‘was smashed by a city .dredger near 
Staten Island several days ago. . 
This main, which carried the whole of 
Staten Island's share of the Catskill 
water supply; will now be repaired, 
probably within two weeks, according to 
Chief Engineer B.,C. Hobson of the 
Merritt-Chapman Wrecking Company, 
so that the islanders will not be seriously 
enibarrassed by a shortage of water, 
because their needs during that period 
may be cong 4 taken care of. by th 
supply in the Silver Lake Reservoir an 
water daily pumped from wells on the 


_ divers have been compelited to do 
rearly ali their work on;the pipes by 
their senge of touch, because the water 
sround the broken pipe is muddy to the 

tenéy of pea soup and is fizzing 
with. myriad bubblea from the com- 
pressed air which is ‘constuntly shot 
through the bfoken pipe;to prevent it 
from being stopped vp. During ths 
actual cutting operation they have been 


assisted by a yague light from the steel-; 


burning torches, seen with difficulty 
througn the water, violently boiled by 
the. heat and ore of the flaming 
gases. The ordinary acetylene torch 

quenched by water. but -an underwater 
fire: chisel, which cuts through steel like 
cheese, has been dev eloped by the wreck- 
ing company for submarine operations, 


The secret of this ig in the mixture of} 22 


gases which on combustion produces a 
water vapor which forcés back the 
water_on all sides, making a small, dry 
chamber in which -the jet of ‘flame is 
ny pd on the steel without, actually 
ng water. This' gets up great heat 
eg the immediate vicinity of the flame 
and requires great caution on the par. 
of the divers. sincased in his diver’s suit, 
insulated from ordinary heat, the diver 
werks. calmly in-the midst of swirling 
uad hissing waters. 

The broxen pipe lay under twenty feet 
of mud, Thousands of yards of mud 
were scooped \up by two. dredges on all 
sides of the ‘break, clearing an. acre or 
more to prevent mud from silting up 
around the pipe and the divers while 
they worked. The dredges are still at 
work maintaining elbow room for the 
submarine workmen. 

The main, which is of cast-iron, five- 
eighths of an inch thick, with three-inch 
steel armor at the joints, runs across 
from Brooklyn to Arietta Street, Staten 
Island, and is said to be the thickest 
pipe of its’ kind in the werld, which adds 
to the difficulty in cutting’ it. ' It “was 
laid on the bottom without any sup- 

orts, the strains due to irregularities 

in the bottom being absorbed by elastic 
joints, The sections are 12’feet long. It 
is believed that a new section can be 
fitted under water and the pipe made 
whole again within two weeks—a lu ¥ 
thing for the dwellers on the island, 
cause it —— probably take months to 
make to order a new piece of pipe to 
heal this break.

An educational discovery has been 
made’'in England. It ig that, inasmuch 
as all teaching ‘in the schools is in Eng- 
lish, -all of it may be made the means 
ef teaching Engligh. <A bulky report on 
the general subjett has recently been 
published by: the Department of Educa- 
tion... It was prepared by a number of 
«men ahd women, some, of whom are edu- 
cators - Several of whom are writers. 
They evidently brought fresh minds to 
their task, and their conclusiéns and 
‘recommendations are singularly uncon- 
ventional). The chief one is ‘mentioned 
above. Even lessons in mathematics. or 
scien¢escan be} and ought to be, made 
‘a medium of instruction in the English 
language. 

The departmenting of studies has had 
no.-more unfortunate’ effect than the’ too 
common -setting’ apart of courses jin 
reading and in composition as if they 
had nothing whatever to do -with the 
rest of schooling. In fact, an, insistence 
upon good usage and clear and correct 
expression .can be made, and be made 
fruitful, in classes far. history, physics 
or geography... In all cases the teacher 
is there to set an example of good Eng- 
lish and to persuade the pupils to follow 
it. Not only in daily recitations but in 
formal examinations can the method be

mand:care with the language in writing 
essays or in ‘answering set questions 
about “ literature,” but to:ignore slovenly 
English in subjects not strictly literary. 

. Inthe report. of the English commit- 
tee there is.much practical settse as -well 
as’ educational philosophy.

Conference» Board, 
10 Best Thirty-ninth Street, supplies an 
important indi¢ation of the, extent and 
effect of industrial depression on wages

This study’ by. the Conference, Board 
covers more than 80 per.cent. of the 
wage earners classified undér this group

American Goods Found .More~ De- 
pendable and Standardized. 


High-class. standardized American 
electrical goods can withstand: competi- 
tion in any market in the world, due to 
their dependability, says a builletim, of 
the Department*of Commerce. -To this 
is added: 

“ A-recent letter from Commercial, At- 
taché W. C. Huntington, in Paris, tells 
of an order obtained ‘by ‘an. American 
firm ‘from Swiss interests lotated just 
across the border from Germany. After 
the contract had been signed the Ameri- 
can engineer asked the Swiss.engineers 
why they-had bought American equip- 
ment’ in preference to German, which 
was undeniably. obtainable at a much 
lower. figure. The reply. was that they 
wanted a high-class standardized ma- 
terial that ld be relied upon. not to 
change ‘periodically and so render ob- 
solete the parts and supplies peeded. for 
replacement. 

It was intimated that Germah manu- 
facturers were constantly offering some- 
thing claimed to be better, an improve- 
ment over devices submitted a month or 
two. previously. Hence the preference 
on the part of the Swiss for .American 
products that are standardized as well 
as of meritorious quality.”’

The Meserve collection of Lincoln 
pictures is a historical record of the 
first value.. The owner became in- 
terested in the subject when he 
sought illustrations for a two-volume 
history of the war, written by his 
father, Major William N. Meserve, 
of the Massachusetts Fourth Heavy 
Artillery. Later he added a picture 
‘from time to time and began to ex- 
perience the fascination of putting 
together a pictoral history of the 
war. In the twenty years that his 
collection has been forming he has 
studied the Lincoln characteristics 
and traced down every known origi- 


he caused to be published for private 
distribution 100 copies of a book con- 
taining 100 photographs of Lincoin. 
Since ‘that time Mr. Meserve has 
obtained twelve more. His _ re- 
searches have led him into a thor- 
ough study of Lincolniana, and in 
connection with this work he has as- 
sembled what amounts to a small 
library of correspondence on the 
subject of Lincoln pictures—a library 
containing much information of his- 
torical value. Some of these letters 
have a humorous and pathetic phase. 
A young woman in the West wrote 
the collector that she had what her 
friends believed to be an unusual 
photograph of Lincoln, and said they 
had assured her that it was of con- 
siderable value. She wanted to sell 
the picture for enough to obtain a 
musical education. Her hopes and 
wishes were told with expectant en- 
thusiasm. Mr. Meserve asked that 
she send the photograph, which 
proved to be a very urdinary copy 
of a well-known engraving. 

Another letter which reached Mr. 
Meserve came from an Adirondack 
guide, who said that he had a pic- 
ture of Lincoln wearing a checked 
suit.. Certainly this sounded inter- 
esting. Mr. Meserve told him to 
send the photograph along, but the 
guide was a bit canny and declined 
te part with his treasure. The col- 
lector invited him to send the pic- 
ture in care of any bank or person 
whom he would trust. Still the 
guide demurred. After two years 
the picture reached Mr. Meserve in 
the mail one day without any special 

wecautions. He opened it to see 
wiet Lincoln looked like in a 
checked suit. It also was a photo- 
graph of an engraving. What the 
guide called checks merely were the 
squares left between the lines made 
by the engraver’s tool. The work 
had been done a little roughly, and 
the squares were sufficiently notice- 
able to have convinced the guide

He never 
even acknowledged return of the 
photograph, which probably indi- 
cated just how he felt about it. 
The Meserve collection is far more 
complete than any which has been 
made, and much more so than others 


Meserve belonged to fhe late Major 
W. H. Lambert of Philadelphia. But 
neither of these was comparable to 
‘the Meserve collection. 

The earliest pictures of Lincoln 
were the Gaguerreotypes, a form of 
photography which began to appear 
in this country toward the close of 
the thirties. The next pictures were 
ambrotypes. The first were repro- 
duced on metal and the second on 
giass with a piece of black paper, or 
more commonly black silk, to bring 
out the figure. Then came the pho- 
tographic plate as we now under- 
stand it. Some of the negatives in 
the Meserve collection could hardly — 
be surpassed for clearness and wear- 
ing qualities. According to Mr. 
Meserve, the photographic process 
has been made more rapid but not 
improved to any extent since the 
Lincoln pictures were taken. 

Photography reached America too 
late for us to have a picture of Lin- 
coln's father or mother, Nancy 
Hanks. But a picture has reached 
us of Sarah Bush Lincoln, his step- 
mother, showing an old lady of the 
type which wore plastered hair un- 
derneath a little bonnet. This wo- 
man had a_ vigorous, ambitious 
character, and encoureged Lincoin 
to want better things. For a boy 
who had learned to figure with a 
slate pencil on the back of a shovel 
before a log fire on Winter nights, 
this was just the kind of a person- 
ality needed to direct his yearning 
toward something better than split- 
ting rails. 

Between 1913 and 1915, Mr. Me- 
serve, then a member_of the New 
York Stock Exchange, privately pub- 
lished 28 volumes containing about 
8,000 photographs, selected from his 
whele collection, numbering perhaps 
200,000 pictures, including dupli- 
cates. These constitute a phote- 
graphic storehouse probably without 
equal in this country. Many of the 
pictures have historical significance 
of the highest order. Mr. Meserve 
acquired upward of 50,000 giass nex- 
atives made by Brady of the Civil 
War period.

GERMANY’S UNMARRIED MOTHERS

HE sudden entrance, of. German 
women into political life has for 
some time shaded their interest 
in many other questions. Now 
when women themselves and the 

public at large have become accustomed 
j to a considerable number, of Women 
members of the Reichstag and to women 
as heads of Govérnment. departments, 
they. begin to realize that. suffragé is 
only a means and not an end). They 
are-again turning to economic¢ questions 
and they are attacking all. professional 
barriers which the republic had inherited 
from the ‘old régime. Slowly .but suc- 
cessfully they are gaining ground... Old 
prejudices are melting away and without 
any public discussion women enter. Into 
mew spheres of work.and life. 

Looking back at the “last. year,! a 
marked progress, Can be noticed. The 
two professions which were the last and 
firmest stronghold of German men were 
the clerical and the légal career.

The percentage of men who 
voted is much greater than that of the 
women and if this analysis of Illinois is 
‘a fair index to conditions in other States, 
it is evident: that the privilege of the 
ballot, for which the women fought so 
strenuously, isto many of them an 
empty honor. Whether this lack of in- 
terest will ever be overcome is a ques- 
tion for the future to determine. 

Public attegtion is gradually being at- 
tracted to the condition of affairs thus 
shown to exist, .In Baltimore, upon the 
occasion 6f a State election last No- 

vember, 117,000 persons eligible to :vote 
failed to register and only 49. per cent.

It has been suggested that a law be 
enacted to punish non-voting.

In the case of tre last three 
tax laws enactment did not take place 
until there had elapsed the greater part 
of the first year to which the law ap- 
plied.. To find after business transac- 
tions have taken place that the law fix- 
ing the tax consequences has been radi- 
cally change is upsetting to business. In 
dealing with the véry important. matter 
of the treatment of dividends and the 
taxable status of the various -types of 
dividend, Congress has constantly 
shifted its ground.

The Next Movement in Sterling. 


The sterling..market upset so many 
predictions in its recent rise from $4 at 
the beginning of December to $4.38% 
last’ Thursday’. that nobody in Wall 
Street likes to make confident prophecy 
of -what it will do next.
